This is the kind of spiritual food the 
—DRYDEN. learned Pittsburgh Rabbi is furnishing 
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in return for the highest salary received 
by any minister in the two cities. This 
kind of food may be palatable for a while, 
but it is sure to bring on a case of spirit- 
ual dyspepsia, even among the Jewish 
people, who are not all such infidels, and 
who still have an old-time reverence for 
the sacred writ, of which they were made 
the custodians and of which they are 
justly proud. That kind of teaching is 
disgusting to a religious Jew as well as 
to the Christian. The cause of vital re- 
ligion is not promoted by such faithless- 
ness. 

The account in Genesis has withstood 
the flings of science,—so-called. In the 
account of creation light was created four 
days before the sun. Objectors to the 
Mosaic record used to laugh at that and 
say there could have been no light before 
the sun since the sun was the source of 
light, but later scientific discoveries have 
indicated that there is a light separate 
from the sun, that the earth itself is lum- 
inous.

The Annual Meeting.—The Annual 
Meeting of the Mission Board took place 
on Tuesday, January 24, at the Mission 
Headquarters. The officers were present 
with the exception of Mr. W. W. Holmes, 
First Vice President, who was indispos- 
ed. President I. F. Harris was in the 
chair. The charter members were also 
represented, as it was expected that im- 
portant business would be transacted, by- 
laws adopted, etc. 


The Annual Report was presented by 
the superintendent. A detailed account 
of the year’s doings was given and favor- 
ably commented upon by the members of 
the Board. The financial statement was 
also satisfactory in view of the fact that 
the past year was not as prosperous as 
the year before. The contributions to 
the General Fund in 1903 amounted to 
$3,953-73, including the amounts which 
came in as a result of Mr. Chalmer’s 
work among the churches. The total 
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amount contributed to the General Fund 
the past year was $3,241.94. About $75 
were still needed at the end of the year 
to settle last year’s accounts, but we 
greatly rejoice that the Mission is not 
carrying a heavy debt into the new year. 
About 300 unpaid subscriptions to the 
Gory are due, and if this money was 
paid the accounts could be settled and a 
balance remain for the new year. It may, 
be seen, however, that there is no reserve 
fund in the treasury for general pur- 
poses, and we trust that our friends will 
consider it a privilege to begin early in 
the year to remember their missionary 
offerings, beginning ‘‘to the Jew first.’’ 
The financial table may be examined, as 
a full report is given. 

The election took place on Monday, 
February 20, with the following result: 
President, J. B. Corey; First Vice Pres., 
Rev.’ EE. -M..' Wood, D.D:, (LLeDae see 
ond Vice Pres., EK. M. Britner; Third 
Vice Pres., J. M. Lyttle; Secretary, W. 
E. Brown; Treasurer, J. D. Miller, Cash- 
ier City Deposit Bank, EK. EK. A minis- 
terial council, representing the Evangeli- 
cal denomination, has also been elected. 
We will speak more at length in our next 
issue concerning the election and the re- 
tiring officers. 





An Uugent Work.—The need at pres- 
ent is a permanent down-town mission 
hall for Gospel work. The Fifth Avenue 
Church passed into other hands about 
November, and the room which we oc- 
cupied for our mission services was no 
longer available. We have since been 
holding our Gospel meetings at Head- 
quarters on Forty-second street, with an 
attendance of interested Jewish and other 
friends. A down-town place, however, 
is greatly needed. We trust that we may 
be clearly and definitely led of the Lord 
in this matter of securing a permanent 
Mission building, so as not to relinquish 
‘‘the highway’’ which has been cast up 
in the city of Pittsburgh. We ask the 
earnest prayers of all the friends of this 
Mission, that this matter may be laid 
heavily upon the hearts of those in offi- 
cial relation to the Mission that they may 
act promptly and wisely in securing this 
much-needed place. 
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Children’s Work.—By the kindness of 
the Trustees of the Highth U. P. Church 
the lecture room of this church is now 
used for our Children’s Work. ‘The 
school meets each Wednesday afternoon. 
A number of devoted teachers are regular 
in their attendance. We now have an 
enrollment of over eighty children, and 
this branch of the work needs our con- 
stant prayer, that the hands of the dear 
children may not only be trained in 
needlework, but their minds instructed 
in divine things and especially in the 
Bible plan of redemption. 

We present a picture of our school 
taken recently with Mrs. Ruben and 
Mrs. Gondret at the lower sides of the 
group, and the Misses Sellers, Jenny, 
McConnell, Agnew and Elliott, forming 
the upper row of same. 

The holiday exercises of the class took 
place on Thursday afternoon, December 
22nd, and the New Year’s treat for the 
Jewish children on Thursday evening, 
December 29th. Both occasions were 
marked by eager interest of the children 
in the exercises as well as in the treat 
which followed. A sextette of Jewish 
children sang special Christmas carols, 
which was quite a feature. Mrs. Gon- 
dret trained the children in the singing. 
Rev. Kuldell, Mr. Britner and others de- 
livered addresses. 





Zionism.—The death of Dr. Herzl does 
not appear to affect the body politic of 
Zionism. ‘Though a successor equal in 
leadership to Herzl has not yet been dis- 
covered among the ardent Zionists the 
movement does not seem to suffer from 
neglect of healthy agitation to keep up 
the interest. Israel Zangwill, the noted 
author, delivered a masterly address in 
New York in which he gave a summary 
of the almost miraculous development of 
Zionism.

IN DEFENSE OF BOOK OF GENESIS. 





Maurice Ruben, of the New Covenant 
Mission, Upholds the Inspiration 
of the Bible. 





An interesting sermon was preached 
yesterday afternoon by Maurice Ruben, 
Superintendent of the New Covenant 
Mission at the Mission Headquarters on 
Forty-second Street, on the text: ‘‘All 
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Scripture is given by inspiration of God.’’ 
2 Tim. 3: 16. He said in part: 

‘‘Rabbi Levy’s declaration last Sunday 
morning that he regards the first chap- 
ters of Genesis to be mere fables and 
legends has undoubtedly awakened con- 
siderable discussion on the subject. 
There are some people who would like 
to see the Bible overthrown, its influence 
checked and its truth and power wrecked. 
The Apostle Paul himself, a Hebrew of 
the Hebrews, in the closing days of his 
life, when he was about to be offered up, 
a martyr in defense of his faith, tells 
what the foundation of true faith is, i. e., 
to know and to believe the Scriptures, 
for these are the summary of divine 
revelation. 


‘“There are those who endeavor to un- 
dermine the value of the Scriptures by 
reason that it is quite natural for human 
minds to discredit the supernatural. It 
may be explained that ‘the natural man 
receiveth not the things of God, for they 
are foolishness to him, neither can they 
know them, for they are spiritually dis- 
cerned. 1 Cor.:t. a ato pit ial minderd. 
people have no difficulty in accepting all 
of the Scriptures as the inspired Word 
of God. They know that these are ‘able 
to make us wise unto salvation through 
faith which is in Christ Jesus.’ The 
Scriptures which make up our Bible, both 
the Old and the New Testaments, have 
withstood all attaeks in ancient and mod- 
ern times, and will continue to do so be- 
cause the Holy Spirit is the author of 
the Bible. He has exact knowledge of 
all things, enters into the very depths of 
God, penetrates into His most secret 
counsels. If we reject revelation, if we 
deny the authenticity and authority of 
the Scriptures, then we are left to our- 
selves and man can only grasp what be- 
longs to the limitation of the finite 
mind. 

‘‘Objectors to the record of creation in 
the opening chapter of Genesis, that 
light could not have been created four 
days before the sun, since the sun was 
the source of light, have been discomfited 
by the scientific fact that light is separate 
from the sun—that the earth itself is 
luminous. Light is the result of force 
causing the waves of the ether to vibrate 
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with an almost infinite rapidity. How 
great that force is we can measure by 
the fact that light travels round the earth 
eight times in a single second. Some 
scientific men have been struck with a 
thing which you and I have read a hun- 
dred times in the second verse of the 
Bible, and have seen nothing init. It is 
the statement that the first thing that 
was done with the chaotic mass of the 
primeval waters was that ‘‘the Spirit of 
God moved upon the face of the waters.’ 
Gen. 1: 2. The word used is the contin- 
uative form of the verb, and means not 
only ‘moved,’ but also ‘kept moving.’ 
It was the introduction and. continuation 
of force. And then comes the result of 
force—light. 


“Once in a ‘drawing room’ in the late 
Earl of Shaftesbury’s home, the subject 
under consideration was the first chapter 
of Genesis. A distinguished Bible scholar 
was conducting the study. He called 
attention to the fact that in this account 
of creation the order of genera is scien- 
tifically correct. Heaven, earth, water, 
light, firmament, grass, herb, tree, cattle 
and man. ‘The possible permutations of 
I5 numerals approximates an almost in- 
comprehensible number, i. e., 1,307,674,- 
368,000. In order to show how impos- 
sible it would be for the writer of this 
chapter to get these events correct in 
their order, if he wrote only as a man, 
he took a slip of paper and on it he wrote 
15 numbers, from 1 to 15 inclusive. 
Under eacl# one of these numbers he 
wrote a letter of the English alphabet, 
choosing the first fifteen, but not writing 
them in their regular order, but as con- 
fusedly as he could. Then he took 15 
slips of paper, and on each one wrote a 
number, the 15 agreeing with the 15 on 
his slip. Then he passed these slips to 
15 different persons, one to each, and 
then asked them as he called the num- 
bers, one by one, for the person having 
the slips to write the letters he had writ- 
ten on the slip before him. One can see 
at a glance that these 15 persons could 
get the 15 letters in the same order in 
which they were written on the slip held 
by the teacher, by the merest possible 
chance, if they were to live many years 
and did nothing else but try.’’

“THE BROTHERHOOD OF MAN.”

A Reply to Rabbi J. L. Levy’s Lecture on 
the Above Subject.

The great leader and spokesman of 
Reform Judaism in America, Rabbi J. 
L. Levy, has again spoken. If his ser- 
mon had been confined to his congrega- 
tion only, large and influential though 
it be, the writer would not feel justified 
in replying. But the daily press of 
Pittsburgh has given wide publicity to 
his sentiments. Tens of thousands not 
of the rabbi’s persuasion have read the 
utterances of this oracle of Jewish Re- 
form, and we feelit our duty to turn on 
thé light of God’s truth upon this new 
gospel of Reform Judaism. ‘The great 
goal of modern Judaism, according to 
the lecturer, is a double one. 

1. Negative. 

It aims at nothing less than the tear- 
ing down of all theology and creeds. 
He says: ‘*Though to-day creeds still 
war on each other and men demonstrate 
their kinship with the brute, we cherish 
the hope, that in the procession of the 
ages human brotherhood will be ex- 
pressed in ever-widening manner. The- 
ology has divided men, just as religion 
is designed to unite them, and with the 
spread of knowledge I have no doubt 


that many a fence reared as a consequence 
of mistaken creeds will be broken down.’’ 

Reform Judaism, then, does not like 
theology and creeds, because they still 
war on each other and men thereby 
demonstrate their ‘‘kinship with the 
brute.’? We agree with the rabbi that 
where men because of a different theology 
war on each other with carnal weapons 
they demonstrate affinity to brutes, but 
there is a holy war of sweet reasonable- 
ness, when light remonstrates with 
darkness and truth reasons with error. 

God wages such a war with Israel 
when He says: ‘‘Your new moons and 
your appointed feasts, my soul hateth ; 
they are a trouble unto me, and I am 
weary to hear them. ...Come let us 
reason together, etc.’’ Isa. 1: 14-18. 

Israel had fallen into a false ‘‘theology’’ 
and Samuei wars on their creed of Baalim 
and Ashtaroth saying: ‘‘Stand still that 
I may reason with you before the Lord 
of all the righteous acts of the Lord 
which He did to you and to your fathers.”’ 
I Santer 2a. 7: 

Christ waged such a war with His 
contemporaries when He said to the 
paralytic, ‘‘Thy sins be forgiven thee,’’ 
the Scribes thought that He was blas- 
pheming: Christ, however, would not 
let it go at that. He turns onthem with 
the words, ‘‘Why reason ye these things 
in your heart? Is it easier to say to the 
sick of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven 
thee; or to say, Arise, take up thy bed, 
and walk? But that ye may know that 
the Son of man hath power on earth to 
forgive sins, (He saith to the sick of the 
palsy,) Isay unto you, Arise, take up 
thy bed, and go into thine house.’ 
Mark 2. 

The Apostle Paul waged a holy war 
on the false creed and theology of the 
Jews when he, in the synagogue of Thes- 
salonica, for three consecutive Sabbaths, 
reasoned with the Jews out of the Scrip- 
ture ‘‘that Christ must needs have suf- 
fered, and risen again from the dead ; 
and this Jesus, whom I preach-unto you, 
is the Christ.’’ Acts17: 

The Apostle Peter waged another war 
when on Pentecost, being filled with the 
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Holy Ghost, he said: ‘‘Let all the house 
of Israel know assuredly that God hath 
made the same Jesus, whom ye have 
crucified, both Lord and Christ.’’ Acts 2. 

When Peter was summoned by the 
Jewish authorities in Jerusalem to ac- 
count for the healing of a man he said: 
‘‘Be it known unto you, and to all the 
people of Israel, that by the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye cruci- 
fied, whom God raised from the dead, 
even by Him doth this man stand before 
you whole. ... This is the stone which 
was set at naught of you builders, which 
is become the head stone of the corner. 
.... Neither is there salvation in any 
other : for there is no other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we 
must be saved.’’ Acts 4. 


This is God-pleasing warfare against 
false creeds and false theology. The 
citadel of darkness and sin totters and 
falls before these weapons which are 
‘not carnal but mighty to the pulling 
down of the strongholds of Satan. 2 
Cor. 10: 4. This kind of war He waged 
on me, and words are too poor to express 
the deep gratitude I feel that His Word 
has conquered. ‘‘Conquered, and yet 
free; a subject, and yet a master; a ser- 
vant, and yet alord.’’—What a paradox! 
but like all Christian paradoxes, when 
experienced, you will be willing to die 
for them. 


The rabbi himself practices what he 
condemns. He wages war on those dif- 
fering from his opinion—I would not 
dare call it theology, he does not like the 
word. Of sucha one he says, ‘‘He is 
worse, far worse than the benighted 
brute who has been denied the celestial 
ray of reason.’’ We do not quarrel with 
any man for using strong language in 
denouncing error, as he sees it. Strong 
convictions will seek vent in strong ex- 
pressions. Of course, the Christian dare 
not forget to speak the truth in love. 
If the rabbi has truth, that truth is his 
creed and his theology and he has a 
right to defend them and denounce the 
opposite which must be error. Error is 
always dangerous. 

But where does the rabbi and Reform 
Judaism get truth? Where do they get 
spiritual light? From the Scriptures? 


No, never! Tl ibbisays: ‘‘Opening 
the first chapter of .the Bible, which by 
the way I do not regard as anything but 
a series oi fables and legends .:ntended 
to convey the most impre sive moral 
lessons.’’ Here you have it, ‘‘The Bible 
a series of fables and legends.’’ 


What business have such men to pose 
before the world as teachers of the Jewish 
or Christian religion when they repudiate 
the Jewish and Christian Scriptures? Do 
you teach the so-called natural religion? 
If so, why do you still cali yourself a 
Jew? Is not the Jewish religion based 
on revelation from the very inception of 
its history? If you discard revelation 
and its record, the Bible, why do you let 
your gall run over when a Jew becomes 
a Christian? Is your religion better, 
truer than another? How can you prove 
it? Is your religion based on a personal 
revelation? Surely not. If it is based 
on reason, have not men with more 
brains cause to boast of a better product 
than yours? Does not reason as a source 
of religious knowledge lead to despair of 
alltruth? Rationalism has always been 
the parent of agnosticism, and between 
it and atheism there is but a step. 


‘‘Oui bene distuinguet, bene docet.”’ 
(Who distinguishes well teaches well). 
There are creeds and creeds. ‘There are 
those within the Christian church, dis- 
tinguishing denominations from each 
other on account of certain truths which 
some think others failed to see, and 
which they deem their duty to emphasize. 
It is only too human to go to extremes 
sometimes in defending its angle of 
vision. But these creeds hold the ftn- 
damental truthsincommon. Then there 
are creeds which are un-Christian, or 
anti-Christian. If the rabbi were in the 
church and would put forth efforts to 
unite the divided forces of Christendom 
upon truths plain to all, then his work 
would be great and good whether suc- 
cessful or not. But standing outside the 
Christian church and hurling missiles at 
creeds and theology in general, the at- 
tack is a covert one but directed against 
the whole church, and to do thorough 
work he fires at the foundations of the 
church, the Bible. But back of it all is 
really the unwillingness to accept the 
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Saviour of the Scripts and the Head 
of the church, Jesus wf Nazareth, the 
King of the Jews. 


Itis sad, “but itis’ so. Orthodox 
Judaism if‘order to get away from the 
superstructure of the Old Testament, 
from Christ and His Gospel, have placed 
themselves upon the man-made founda- 
tion of rabbinical misinterpretation of 
the Old Testament, which in theory they 
still claim to believe. But Reform Juda- 
ism, seeing the futility of such an effort, 
has swept dway the whole idea of a divine 
revelation and has settled upon the quag- 
mire of sinful, proud human reason as 
the source of religion. Away! they say, 
with an authentic divine Word, or Bible. 
Be gone! that leads to creeds, to theology, 
to a confession of sin, to the need of 
salvation and a Saviour. We want none 
of these things. But He that sitteth in 
the heavens laughs at them. He holds 
them in derision. Ps. 2. Reform Juda- 
ism, yea heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but His word shall never pass 
away. ‘The enemies have been thunder- 
ing at its foundations for millenniums, 
but it still stands, and will abide forever. 
This for the negative side of Reform 
Judaism.

THE PRESENT DISPENSATION AND 
OUR PRESENT DUTY WITH 
REGARD TO ISRAEL.

An Address Delivered Sabbath Morning, 
September 25, at the Wylie Avenue 
Church.

THE PRESENT DISPENSATION. 


In the 23d chapter of Leviticus we 
have the seven great festivals of the 
Jewish calendar, each of which has a 
special bearing, the whole seven fore- 
shadowing the world’s history, they are 
called ‘‘feasts of Jehovah’’ and ‘‘holy 
convocations,’’ and their grouping to- 


gether surely implies a relationship be- 
tween each in that which they set forth. 

THE FIRST IS THE SABBATH, a weekly 
feast truly, but here included by design 
to set forth God as creator. The sancti- 
fied seventh day was the seal of com- 
pleteness and perfection to the handiwork 
of God. It extols Him as God, invests 
Him with all the attributes of God, and 
by contrast reveals the fallen and helpless 
state of man. The Sabbath therefore 
speaks of creation. 


THE SECOND IS PASSOVER. The 
two elements therein were a slain lamb 
for atonement, an:l a feast of unleavened 
bread for separation, deliverance from 
outword judgment and from inward cor- 
ruption. The lamb was ‘‘taken’’ on 
the 1oth day of Nisau, kept till the 14th, 
on the evening of which it was slain. 
At the fall of our first parents the re- 
demption promise was given (Gen. 3: 
15), the lamb set apart, but only 4,000 
years after on the evening of the fourth 
day, taking 1,000 years as a day, was 
He slain (Psalm 90:.4: 2 Peter 3: 8): 
The unleavened bread speaks of His 
separation from sinners, His spotless 
humanity, as does the lamb without 
blemish His acceptableness to God. 
Passover, therefore, sets forth the re- 
demption. 

THE THIRD IS THE WAVING OF THE 
BARLEY SHEAF (Leviticus 23: 9-11). 
This took place on the morrow after the 
Passover Sabbath (or, as Bonar says, 
the 3rd day or later after Passover). 
As barley harvest in Palestine comes 
before wheat harvest, it was the very 
first of the first fruits. Thus on the 
third day our Lord arose from the grave, 
the first fruits of resurrection life (1 Cor. 
15: 23). The waving of the sheaf typi- 
fies resurrection. 

THE FourTH FEAST WAS THE FRAST 
oF WEEKS, because seven weeks, or 
fifty days, were measured off from the 
waving of the sheaf. The same interval 
of time occurred between our Lord’s 
resurrection and that first outpouring of 
the Spirit’s resurrection life which we 
call Peutecost. In Palestine it was wheat 
harvest, and the two wave loaves were, 
unlike other offerings, to contain leaven; 
setting forth surely the human element 
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of corruption which should taint even 
the church of the Lord Jesus during this 
age. This feast sets forth Pentecost. 

Now followed in Palestine a gap of six 
months, the summer months of painful 
drought, vegetation only being sustained 
by the regular copious night mists. Is 
not our present dispensation of time here 
represented, a time of protracted wait- 
ing, atime of groaning and expectancy 
(Romans(S<to!arid 232 Cor h: t-8) 
on the part of the church and creation, 
and of Jong suffering grace on the part 
of God (2 Peter 3:9)? 

The night mists (translated dew in A. 
V., Hosea 14: 5, etc.) promise gracious 
revivings all through this age, but surely 
no second Pentecost. The age drags on. 
God’s next breach of His long silence 
will be in terrible judgments upon a 
rebellious world. We believe this period 
to be approaching its close. 


THE NEXT AND FIFTH FEAST IS 
THAT OF TRUMPETS. It is the feast the 
Jews celebrate in the fall of the year. 
It is the feast which represents typically 
the close of this age of grace. It is 
called Sichron Teruah, a memorial of a 
blowing of trumpets, not necessarily a 
memorial of something past, but a warn- 
ing of something future, a call, an an- 
nouncement. It answers to the ‘‘Behold”’ 
ofthe N. T., and corresponds typically 
to the trumpet of 1 Cor. 15, and 1 Thess. 
4, and perhaps to the blowing of the 
seventh trumpet in Rev. Io: 7, where 
the mystery of God as regards this pres- 
ent dispensation is finished, and once 
more He takes up His dealings with 
kingdoms (Rev. 11: 15.) ‘Thus we have 
in type the present dispensation and its 
sudden and (as we believe) its near con- 
clusion. 

The two remaining feasts which we 
must for a moment glance at are THE 
Day oF ATONEMENT and THE FEAST 
OF TABERNACLES. 


The Day of Atonement falls ten days 


after the New Year, these days being’ 


called by the present day Jews ‘‘days of 
mourning.’’ Typically they will be days 
of mourning indeed to Israel, for they 
set forth the time of Jacob’s trouble, still 
future, but which immediately precedes 
the visible and bodily return of the Lord 


Jesus to the earth as the returning high 
priest to declare atonement complete. 
Israel’s long day of. waiting over, to 
make an ésd of sins and to bring in ever- 
lasting righteousness. Upon this follows 
the anti-type of the Jubilee, which re- 
stores Israel to its land forever. And 
then Tabernacles, which represents the 
millennial earth in a state of peace as the 
result of righteous rule. The hot sum- 
mer is now over, copivus rains fall, 
nature and mankind rejoices. Tnis is 
in type the “‘seasons of refreshing,’’ lit., 
‘‘coolness after heat,’’ to which St. Peter 
refers, and the eastern booths made of 
the myrtle, the palm and the willow set 
forth again that paradise of beauty 
which the restored earth will be. 

We have thus seen the present dis- 
pensation in figure, and by the figure we 
are able to note the place of the present 
age in God’s clock of time. We now 
consider the function or purpose of the 
present dispensation which (as aforesaid ) 
we believe to be rapidly approaching its 
close. 


The present age leaves Israel as a 
nation at one side. It is characterized 
by the outgathering of a church (ek- 
klesia) or community of saved Jews 
and saved Gentiles, to form a special 
people with a heavenly calling, whose 
mission on this earth and during this 
age is to ‘‘witness’’ of a resurrected 
Christ and of His salvation to all man- 
kind. | 


Evangelization world-wide is, there- 
fore, the function of this dispensation; 
its instrument the church, i. e., saved 
men and women, Jew and Gentile; its 
objects (1) the increase of the body of 
believers till the number is complete. 
(2) Fidelity to the commands of the 
Lord Jesus, even towards those who 
neglect to receive His salvation. 

This great work is then the office of 
the church, an order to be observed, you 
and I to be practical in its accomplish- 
ment. This order has been neglected, 
is still being ignored with great loss of 
success and blessing as the consequence 
thereof. 

‘‘Then opened He their understanding 
that they might understand the Scrip- 
tures ; and said unto them, ‘Thus it is 
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written and thus it behooved Christ to 
suffer and to rise from the dead the third 
day; and that repentance and remission 
of sins should be preached in His name 
among all nations, beginning at Jerusa- 
lemii?? 

The order then in which the great 
commission to evangelize the world is to 
be carried out, the true starting point of 
all missionary zeal, is ‘‘Jerusalem.’’ 

What means this expression, ‘‘Begin- 
ning at Jerusalem?’? A few perhaps 
would say it refers to the literal city. 
More would say it represents the duty 
of beginning at home. The latter is 
certainly a safe principle in all witness 
for God. But we believe the words 
represent (for other scriptures support 
it) the divine order which places Israel 
first always, ever in this Gospel dispen- 
sation. Lest you should suspect me of 
bias I will ask you to listen to one whose 
words carry weight. 


“‘Our obedience should be implicit as 
well as immediate. We should mark 
even the minutia of our Lord’s command 
and follow exactly..... ‘Beginning at 
Jerusalem’ is a phrase constantly per- 
verted to mean that home work is to 
take precedence; and we forget that its 
true meaning is that first of all God’s 
chosen people were to be sought and 
taught. 

“Those early disciples everywhere 
began with the Jews: whether at Jerusa- 
lem, Antioch, Rome, Alexandria or Con- 
stantinople. 

‘“‘Wherever Paul went from Antioch 
in Syria to Antioch in Pisidia, to Salamis, 
Iconium, Lystra, Derbe, Philippi, Thes- 
salonica, Athens, Corinth, Ephesus, 
Troas, Miletus, Rome, he went first into 
the synagogue of the Jews, or if there 
were no. synagogue, sought out and 
spake unto the Jews wherever they re- 
sorted and he could get a hearing; and 
only after they rejected his message did 
he turn to the Gentiles. .... 


‘Missions among the ancient people 
of God are but recent date. The grand- 
est epoch of missions will not begin until 
God’s church undertakes to do as Christ 
bade her, ‘‘beginning at Jerusalem.’ 

“‘God has not cast away His people 
whom He foreknew, and He will have 


the Gospel proclaimed to them first of 
all and last of all.....The way of 
exact obedience is the way of constant 
blessing and of sure success.... To 
pass by the Jew in the effort to reach 
the Gentile is a plain violation of the 
declared plan of God, and the slightest 
neglect of His plain command or revealed 
mind imperils all our other work.’’— 
DarmAgihiur Is Pierson. 

I need say no more with regard to the 
present dispensation and its purpose. I 
turn now to 


OUR PRESENT DUTY WITH REGARD 
LO ISRAEL, 

There is much which might be said 
here with profit in respect of Jewish 
missions. It is an encouraging fact that 
in the last few decades there has been a 
great increase of prayerful interest in 
the Jews, in the minds of many of God’s 
children, and fresh missions and workers 
have entered the field. 

In proportion to the efforts put forth 
there have been good results. If bap- 
tisms are any test, the baptisms into the 
Protestant church of Jews in the roth 
century was 72,000. For seven bap- 
tisms therefore among Jews there are 
(in proportion to numbers) only two to 
show from among Mohammedans and 
heathen. 

We might also recite the names of 
eminent men won from Judaism to the 
true fold of Israel, such as Edersheim, 
Neander, Saphir, Herschell, Phillipi, 
Da Costa, Capadosa, Kalkar, Kropvoeld, 
Cassel, Margdeorith, Ginnsburg, Lich- 
tenstein and Rabinowitz, whose lives, 
work and characters carry them above 
the breath of suspicion, even from the 
most opposed to the Gospel of Christ. 

We also rejoice in the wide distribution 
of Scriptures in recent years; in the 
translations of Mr. Bergmann and others; 
in the work of that mission with which I 
am connected, the Mildmay Mission to 
the Jews, which has been privileged dur- 
ing the last 16 years to circulate over 
I,200,000 copies of the New Testament 
and portions of the New Testament in 
many lands and languages, opening the 
door to the great Jewish population in 
Russia. 

We note with satisfaction the change 
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of front on the part of many Jews, as 
expressed in current literature towards 
the name and person of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. While many are definitely ac- 
cepting Him, large numbers more have 
ceased to be prejudiced, and are more or 
less familiar with Christian doctrine. 

All these things call for earnest atten- 
tion; and are a call to prayer and to a 
personal share in the burden of the work 
of the missions in the field. The field is 
as wide as the world. 





BEGINNING AT JERUSALEM. 





An Interesting Tale from the Holy City.— 
Three Brave Christian Missionaries 
Amidst the Pharisees. — From 
The Orphan Boy of Jer- 
usalem.

The nineteenth and also the twentieth 
centuries deserve to be called the age of 
mission work in a special sense of the 
word. All possible movements and so- 
cieties have been inaugurated for the 
advancement of the Kingdom of God. 
The Christian Church, pre-eminently the 
Evangelical, can safely assert that she 
has followed the commandment of the 
Lord: ‘‘Go ye into all the world and 
preach the Gospel unto every creature.’’ 
The Duke of Kent, the father of Queen 
Victoria, once laid the cornerstone of a 
mission to the Jews. ‘This work was to 
be begun at Jerusalem, but how was it 
possible to start there where at nearly 
every step a self-righteous Pharisee, a 
proud Scribe, an inimical Elder or an 
enraged Priest is meeting the messengers 
of the Gospel with overwhelming, count- 
less curses and opposition by acts of 
bitter hatred. It was very difficult in- 
deed to plant in this strong hold of 
Hebrew fanaticism the banner of Christ, 
where the prophets of Jehovah were 
killed and the Saviour of mankind was 
crucified. It was almost beyond all 
possibility to establish here a bulwark of 
the Master’s kingdom. 


OF ISRAEL, 


As a reward for their great work dead 
cats were thrown at the missionaries and 
dirty water was poured upon them. A 
missionary accompanied each of the two 
physicians, and where it appeared neces- 
sary the latter left some money for the 
care of the patient. The mission had to 
endure hard struggles in the first stage 
of activity. Whenever one of the con- 
siderate and intelligent Jews would show 
the missionaries a kindness, or speak a 
good word in their behalf, he had to 
expect troublous days. 


But in spite of all the persecutions the 
missionaries had the grace and courage to 
go out in storm, cold and heat on the 
streets and markets, hedges and lanes 
and loudly proclaim the Gospel of the 
Kingdom. Amongst these brave sol- 
diers of Christ there are three who 
occupy our attention, namely, Padova, 
Stern and Illyewitz. 


Mr. Padova was a young man endowed 
of God with rare graces of soul as well 
as a pleasant personality. Heemigrated 
from Russia with the very design to 
serve God better in Jerusalem than any- 
where else. His talents as well as his 
learning in the Hebrew literature soon 
challenged the attention of the Jewish 
leaders in the Holy City, A wealthy 
carpenter had given Padova his only 
daughter for his wife and promised to 
support him and his family all his life, 
in order that he might enjoy the great 
happiness of having such a pious son-in- 
law. Although Padova was still quite 
young, yet everybody saw in him a 
future member of the High Council (I 
prefer this term to ‘‘Sanhedrim’’ which 
is an entirely foreign word to most of the 
people). This court has to decide upon 
the fate of individuals and of the Hebrew 
community at large (compare my tale 
‘‘Jerusalem’s High Council in authority 
and power’’). 


At that time an unusal incident took 
place in Jerusalem. The missionaries 
and their institutions had to suffer ter- 
ribly from their Hebrew persecutors. 
With sticks in their hands the Jews had 
beaten the messengers of the Gospel and 
made their blood freely gush; they threw 
stones and mud into their windows and 
tore down the sign from the book store. 
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The mission on the other hand had never 
the intention to make a complaint with 
the British government against their 
assailants, but the afflicted workers ex- 
pressed their feelings in the monthly 
reports which were published in peri- 
odicals. This aroused the heart-felt 
sympathy of a number of prominent 
Christians to such a degree that they 
came to Jerusalem and accompanied the 
physicians and missionaries into the 
slums of the Jews. A colporter with 
Hebrew Bibles, Testaments and ‘Tracts 
went with them also. This attitude 
of the Great Britishers who have shown 
in their conduct the real Christian spirit 
made the fanatics change somewhat 
their opinion about the true believers in 
Israel’s Messiah. 


Quite an interesting case is connected 
with this affair. On the thirty and third 
day after the Jewish Easter Israel cele- 
brates the day in commemoration of the 
death of the great Rabbi Simon ben 
Jochay who died in the second century. 
All the Jerusalem Jewry is having harm- 
less pleasures around the tomb of Simon 
the righteous; but there was in that 
immense mass of people a Hebrew sec- 
tarian who for the sake of his deep 
respect to said Rabbi had tasted too 
much of wine, became intoxicated, seized 
a big stone and aimingly threw it at the 
head of a tender boy who fell and fainted. 
This accident caused considerable excite- 
ment among the people and they were 
ready to exercise vengeance. 


The parents of the wounded lamented 
deeply over their very gifted Moses. 
After hard labor he regained concious- 
ness and wascarried home. ‘The situa- 
tion was very critical. The Jews, though 
very fanatic, knew of no better friend in 
this hour than the medical missionary, 
Dr. Chaplin. He at once complied with 
their request, appeared on the scene with 
a number of Christians who tried to 
comfort the afflicted parents through the 
missionary who acted as interpreter and 
left .a good amount of money for the 
care-taking of the young patient exhort- 
ing them to prayerfully look above and 
promptly to comply with the physicians 
orders. By the help of God Dr. Chaplin 
succeeded so that the boy fully recovered 


from his dangerous illness. This gener- 
ous Christian kindness made a deep im- 
pression upon the hateful Pharisees and 
opened to the mission many a Jewish 
door. Henceforth, for a certain time at 
least, the fanatics did not venture to 
resume their malicious disturbances. 


While all seemed so quiet in the com- 
munity and nobody looked for anything 
startling rumors were quickly circulated 
that Rabbi David Padova had forsaken 
his sacred learning, the High Council 
where he occupied the same office as 
Nicodemus of old, was absent from his 
family, and had gone to the missionaries. 


At first none seemed to give any cred- 
ence to this news, but after a few 
days it became an evident reality. The 
wife, the father-in-law and all the rela- 
tives mourned not so much their loss, 
but that Rabbi Padova became a Chris- 
tian. 


The mission gave him a_ thorough 
training and sent him out as an evangelist 
under a free sky. Wherever Jews were 
gathered in great numbers Padova was 
seen in their midst with the open Bible 
and preaching. His appearance, with 
brilliant long hair, his bright coun- 
tenance and his neat dress, all this was 
a winning sight. Also his delivery of 
sermons was pleasant. When ona very 
hot afternoon I had returned from a 
pilgrimage and rode nearer the Damascus 
gate I noticed how Padova stood under 
a parasol on a high and broad rock 
preaching to the surrounding Jews. 
The same he did on the great open roads. 
When on Saturdays the Jews waited to 
be admitted to the mission hospital 
Padova took occasion to preach in spite 
of the Hebrews pulling his hat, coat, 
spitting in his face and cursing him. 
For a time he was stationed in Joppa to 
meet the incoming Jews from abroad and 
to speak to them about their salvation. 

On one Wednesday this messenger of 
God stood here in the harbor to welcome 
the Jews in the land of their fathers; a 
good number of aged Hebrews of both 
men and women arrived at this time. 

‘*Peace be unto you in our holy land,”’ 
Padova saidcordially. Theold Hebrews 
returned to these kind words properly; 
but they looked up to Padova with 
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rather surprised eyes thinking: ‘‘Are 
our Jews in Palestine dressed like the 
Gentiles ? Forsooth, this is not the 
attire of our people who piously inhabit 
the land of Israel.’’ According to their 
custom they expected the welcomer in 
an ugly and dirty suit. Meanwhile the 
missionary is wasting no time but he is 
asking: ‘‘Whence do you come?’’ 

From Minsk,’’ Rabbi Uriah Chaim 
responds. 

‘‘And I am from Pinsk, from the same 
province with you. God has so opened 
my eyes in Jerusalem that I could seek 
and find the grace and truth in His Holy 
Word. His loving kindness has lead me 
into repentance and I have been re- 
generated.”’ 

‘‘May God grant you long life illus- 
trious rabbi, and still you look so young. 
Praised be His holy name for it,’’ shout- 
ed the immigrants on the testimony of 
the missionary. 

‘‘And what do you intend to do in the 
City of God ?”’ the latter inquired. 

‘Well, we will do like all the children 
of Israel, we will serve God at the sacred 
places, we will so close our lives and we 
shall then be laid unto eternal rest on 
the holy Mount of Olives unto the great 
day of resurrection that awaits all those 
buried there.’’ 

‘‘And what about the Messiah? Padova 
further asked. 

‘“Then it is understood that after the 
resurrection we expect Him to appear on 
said mountain, and when He comes we 
will triumphantly hail Him as ourown.”’ 

‘*VYes, He came to His own, but they 
received Him not; although they have 
rejected Him, yet He is ready to save 
them if they believe in Him.”’ 


‘‘“Hearken, may you have many happy 
years,’’ the old Hebrew women cheer- 
ingly said to each other,’’ the Messiah 
is already here, rejoice, rejoice. Now 
the Holy Temple will be rebuilt and the 
daily and occasional sacrifices offered. 
Oh, Israel is redeemed,’’ the Jewesses 
continued in their overjoy. 

Some Hebrew brokers who knew 
Padova well, stood nearby with a smil- 
ing face listening to this conversation, 
and instructed the Jews on the real facts. 
Later on the Missionary Society sent 
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Padova to Safed in Galilee to preach. 
Although the present Jews of this pro- 
vince do not enjoy a good reputation yet 
it is impossible to understand how people 
could throw off all human feelings and 
commit such brutalities against God’s 
messengers, a description of which my 
pen refuses to render. If the Jews of 
Galilee had taken Padova’s life this 
could have been expected, but such a 
nameless crime against this faithful 
martyr of God is beyond human com- 
prehension, and those who know the 
facts will no longer shield them under 
the cloak of ignorance and blindness. 
After this Padova escaped in ragged 
clothes to Joppa where he was soon 
called home by his Lord to everlasting 
Lest: 


The second martyr for Christ is the 
aged Mr. Stern who, despite all perse- 
cutions, had not only prayed for his 
enemies, but who also tried as far as 
possible to procure for them work to 
make a living. He helped his brethren 
after the flesh whenever and however he 
possibly could. When he made his 
usual visits in the missionary hospital he 
put some money in such a manner under 
the pillow of some worthy poor Hebrew, 
that only the recipient might see it and not 
feel humiliated. The old Jewish women 
were a special object of Stern’s help by 
buying from them knitting work. Stern 
had passed a life of peculiar suffering 
and persecutions at the hands of the 
Jews. (Compare ‘‘The Orphan Boy of 
Jerusalem, chapter 14.) But the writer 
must confess that while he and his school 
fellows had once tried to carry on a 
severe persecution against Stern far in 
the northwest outside Jerusalem, that 
years later, he, the writer, had to suffer 
similar treatment on the same spot after 
the Lord brought him under His grace. 
Stern was ill with a long disease, but 
when he felt the approach of the last 
hours, he requested to be dressed in 
white, looked to the direction where 
Christ has instituted the Holy Commun- 
ion, then to Gethsemane and Calvary, 
and received at last the Lord’s Supper. 
With prayer and thanksgiving for his re- 
demption through Jesus Christ, he enter- 
ed Paradise on the next day. God has 
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turned the curses of the Jews into bless- 
ings. Krom the funeral sermon of the 
minister we especially learn: ‘‘Stern had 
one thing peculiar that he could not im- 
part to his fellowmen, and that was his 
solid faith by which he has done a great 
work, by means of which he has gone 
through thick and thin in darkest Jeru- 
salem and intrepidly preached Jesus 
Christ and Him crucified.’’ 


The third in this circle is Dr. Illye- 
witz, who can safely be called one of the 
first pioneers on this rare battlefield. He 
had the disagreeable task to visit the 
sick of his own people in their ill, odor- 
ous, pestiferous slums, and to medically 
minister unto them. Though the Jews 
were so dependent on this physician yet 
they had not appreciated his faithfulness 
nor even felt grateful, and their conduct 
toward this great friend was not such as 
gratitude dictates. Instead they had 
given to this, their benefaetor, all sorts 
of insulting names, and mentioned him 
only with curses. The Jews were not 
satisfied with the three weekly polyclin- 
ics Dr. Illyewitz had given them in the 
hospital,‘and day and night when he was 
wanted he called at the houses, so per- 
sistent were they for his services; and 
they followed him also into his private 
residence and would often search every 
corner in his office. But the good doctor 
had no eye nor ear for these grievances ; 
he would ever display the same zeal in 
the discharge of his duties. To the 
patients in the hospital he was like a 
pastor to his parishioners, namely he 
would take advantage of every oppor- 
tnnity to speak to them about their sal- 
vation. He had oftentimes inquired into 
the circumstances of the sick and whether 
they had some resources upon leaving 
the hospital. When he had learned that 
a patient was a stranger in the city he 
offered him a home in a missionary insti- 
tution. If someone after recovery had 
no means to return to his country, be- 
cause many from afar come here on 
account of the efficiency of the medical 
men, he joyfully secured the money 
for their return. When he met the 
Jews on the street, outside of the city 
taking a walk, he had always a shining 
face, a sweet smile, a kind word, and a 


warm hand shake. With this loving 
patience he had reached so far that at 
last the Jews began to treat him consid- 
erately. He had a long life full of 
struggle, disappointment and self-denial, 
but also a life of joy, for the Lord had 
permitted him to see fruits ripen from 
the seed he had sown in tears in the 
many past years. After long labor he 
entered peacefully into the unspeakable 
joy of his Lord. His remembrance re- 
mains blessed to many within and with- 
out Jerusalem. 





LEGEND AND FABLE IN MEDI4EVAL 
HEBREW LITERATURE.

If thou desire to know Him, whose word brought 
the world into being, study Haggadab. 
[—Szfr1, Deut. 79.] 





1. The Kind Shepherd. It came to 
pass on a day that Moses was feeding 
the sheep of Jethro, his father-in-law, 
and he saw a little kid drift from the 
flock and run away. And Moses hast- 
ened and ran after the kid, for he said, 
‘*T will chase after her and overtake her 
and bring her to the flock, that she may 
not wander alone in the desert and die of 
hunger and thirst.’’ And it happened, 
that, as Moses was chasing after her, he 
saw, and behold, the kid came to a well 
and stopped todrink. ‘Then Moses knew 
that the little kid had been thirsty, and 
had run away from the flock on that 
account. And Moses approached and 
said, ‘‘Fond little kidj If I knew thou 
wert thirsty I would not have pursued 
thee.’? And the kid ended drinking, 
and Moses took it with great tender- 
ness and put it on his shoulders and 
carried it all the way, until he reached 
the flock, for he said, ‘‘The little kid is 
tender and weak, therefore will I take 
itin my arms.’’ And God was pleased 
thereby and he said to Moses, ‘‘Because 
thou art full of compassion thou shalt 
have my people Israel and be their true 
shepherd.”’ (Midrash Exodus.) 


2. The Burning Bush. And Moses 
did not lead the sheep anywhere but 
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back of the wilderness, so as to keep 
them at a distance from the pasture land 
of strangers. And it happened one day 
that Moses came to the mountain of 
God, unto Horeb, and he saw a bush 
growing there. And the appearance of 
the bush was very bad. It had no 
flowers and no buds, nothing but pricks 
and thorns. And Moses looked at the 
bush and its stunted height and said, 
‘‘Tike unto this bush in the wilderness 
art thou my people, Israel, for like this 
bush thou art very lowly and all who 
see thee stand away from thee.’’ And 
while he was thus contemplating and 
sorrowing over his people, a flame burst 
forth from the bush. And Moses was 
stirred deeply and he said, ‘‘To this 
bush have I likened my brethren, the 
children of Israel, and a flame suddenly 
burst forth to consume it... . Shall my 
people really go to ruin?’’ But when 
Moses saw that the bush was burning 
with fire and was not consumed he re- 
gained courage and became cheerful. 
And Moses heard a voice saying, ‘‘Just 
as the flame did not consume the bush, 
so will the children of Israel not be con- 
sumed, All fire that will fall upon them 
will be extinguished and all distress and 
oppression will not destroy them.’’ 
(Midrash Exodus.) 


3. The War of the Mountains. And 
it came to pass, when the mountains 
heard that God was to give the Law on 
one of them they quarreled one with the 
other, for each one of them said, ‘‘On 
me will the Lord give his Law.’’ And 
the mountains moved from their places 
and ran to the desert, because they knew 
that God would give his Law in a place 
where there were no masters, so that 
everybody who wanted to receive the 
Law could come to that place and listen 
to the Word of God, and no one could 
say ‘‘Get thee gone from here and do 
not come into my boundary.’’ And 
Mount Tabor came from Beth Elim and 
Mount Carmel came from Aspamya. 
And Mount Tabor said, ‘‘Return to thy 
place for God has not called upon thee.’’ 
And Mount Carmel answered, ‘‘Return 
thou to thy place, for neither has God 
called upon thee to come here.’’ And 
God heard the war of the mountains and 
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said, ‘‘Wherefore are you all fighting? 
Behold, you are not like unto Mount 
Sinai and do not equal it. For both on 
Mount Tabor and Mount Carmel have 
men worshiped other gods and bowed 
down to the work of their hands, but 
Mount Sinai is pure and holy.

The Mission Services. 


While the Weekly and Monthly Prayer 
Meetings were held at the Forty-second 
Street Home, each Tuesday afternoon 
monthly and each ‘Tuesday evening 
weekly, the Mission meetings were held 
in aroom in the Fifth Avenue M. E. 
Church building during last winter and 
spring. Hach Sabbath afternoon Gospel 
services were conducted and on Friday 
evenings an enquirers’ meeting was held 
for Bible teaching. The attendance 
gradually increased at the Gospel meet- 
ings till nearly 100 Jewish people attended 
at times, taxing the capacity of the 
room. A special meeting was held in 
April while Rabbi Wertheimer was with 
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us, with signal blessings from the Lord 
upon the services, both at the Mission 
meetings and at Church services. At 
the Enquirers’ meetings on Friday eve- 
nings a class of young men came who 
were ready to ask questions, or to present 
objections to the interpretation of Scrip- 
ture. The interest at times was quite 
intense, especially when some of their 
leaders expected to corner us on some 
doctrine which, according to their views, 
could not be explained. ‘‘You believe 
in the Holy Ghost; who is that ?’’ would 
be asked. Turning to Genesis 1: 2 we 
read, ‘‘And the Spirit of God moved 
upon the face of the waters.’’ We then 
showed that the Trinity of Persons in 
the Godhead, the ‘‘Klohim,’’ manifested 
Himself as the Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit, which was plainly taught in the 
Jewish Scriptures. In spite of the in- 
creasing scepticism among the young 
Jews the Gospel work has its effect in 
convincing many that the Bible is not a 
fairy tale, but God’s revelation to man. 





-Open=-Air Meetings. 


This. feature of Gospel work of our 
Mission has gained in importance during 
the past summer. The attendance has 
been the largest of any season so far, 
and we may safely compute that the 
attendance for the season at the open-air 
meetings on Friday evenings on Magee 
Street and Sabbath afternoons on Con- 
gress Street averaged between 10,000 
and 12,000 people, fully 75 per cent of 
them being Jewish men, women and 
children. Mr. Wilkinson, of the Mild- 
may Mission, London, England, who 
spoke at one of the Sabbath meetings 
during his visit here, said that it was the 
best organized open-air meeting for Jews 
he had seen in his twenty-two years of 
travel, and further stated that if this 
Mission did no other work it deserved to 
be supported for the testimony and in- 
fluence it has upon the Jews. During 
the Jewish holidays in the fall a few 
young men disturbed the meetings out 
of a false zeal. One of them finally got 
in trouble with the authorities and was 
fined $25.00 and costs. We were asked 
to interceed in his behalf and did so, 
recommending him to the mercy of the 
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Court. The Judge, however, was unre- 
lenting and meant to teach the disturber 
a lesson, that religious services were not 
to be disturbed in Pittsburgh, and im- 
posed a fine. Truly the Lord is to be 
praised for the way He is managing His 
work. 

The success of these meetings was due 
to the co-operation of our friends and 
Christian workers. As many as twenty- 
four workers have been present at some 
of the meetings. The lady workers are 
seated on folding chairs, the brethren 
filling in the circle standing. In the 
centre we havea platform for the speaker 
and a folding organ is used in connection 
with the singing. 





Our Prayer Meetings. 


Regular weekly prayer meetings for 
Israel have been held at the Mission 
home each Tuesday evening, and month- 
ly meetings the first Tuesday of each 
month. During last winter three all- 
night prayer meetings were held, ore 
each in January, February and March. 
Truly earnest, fervent prayers arose from 
praying hearts for the Jewish missions, 
as well as all others. Beginning with 
Jerusalem and the Jews, the other lands, 
peoples and missionaries were remem- 
bered. ‘These prayers were not offered _ 
in vain. 

The Annual All-day Meeting for pray- 
er and conference took place on Tuesday, 
May 3. ‘The exercises were deeply spir- 
itual. Rabbi Wertheimer, Rev. D. Rus- 
sell, Rev Sproul, Rev. Kuldell and Rev. 
Flinn, delivered addresses. On this oc- 
casion a letter was read from Mr. J. B. 
Corey, in which he announced a gift of 
¢5,000 towards a permanent fund for the 
Mission, besides placing $4.000 in the 
City Deposit Bank to pay off the mort- 
gage against the Mission Home, which 
will fall due in December, 1905. The 
doxology was sung more than once that 
happy, heavenly day, by the host of 
friends of the Mission, and prayers have 
followed the donor from far and wide. 
The Sixth Anniversary Exercises, held 
in connection with the Seventy-second 
Monthly Meeting, took place on Decem- 
ber 6. This was another day of deep joy 
and great peace and a spiritual feast for 
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the friends of the Mission. Among the 
ministers who gave addresses at the 
Monthly Meetings during the year were 
the following in their order: Revs. Dr. 
G. D. Watson, Dr. E. M. Wood, H. 
Denning, Rabbi Wertheimer, A. R. Kul- 
dell, U. S. Greves, J: JT. Byers, J. B: 
Kaloria, Allan Douglas Carlisle, W. W. 
Hall, W. G. Partridge, F. H. Senft and 
Emil Lewey. Under the auspices of this

dren were enrolled and Miss Kingan con- 
ducted the class till the middle of Aug- 
ust, when she retired from the work. 
Since then Mrs. Ruben has been in 
charge, ably assisted by Mrs. Gondret, 
the Misses Elliott, McConnell, Sellers, 
Jenny, Agnew and a number of occasional 
helpers. The children are learning plain

The Children’s Work. 


A work among the children was com- 
menced early in the summer. Miss 
Kingan, from the Nyack Training In- 
stitute, opened a sewing school in a room 
of the Highth U. P. Church on Van 


and lessons from the Old and New Testa- 
ments. ‘The number of scholars increas- 
ed and a larger room was needed. By 
the generous action of the church offici- 
als we have been granted the use of the 
lecture-room for the school and have been 
using same since the first of the year. 
The class meets each Wednesday after- 
noon. We have an enrollment now of 
over eighty children. Some have been 
withdrawn on account of Gospel teaching, 
but others are taking their places. The 
parents know that Christian instruction 
is given in connection with the sewing 
school. The singing of Psalms and 
hymns by the Jewish children is an in- 
spiring feature, and they are making ex- 
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cellent progress under the instruction of 
Mrs. Gondret and Miss Sellers. We ac- 
knowledge the guiding hand of the Lord 
in this blessed department. 





Our Magazine. 


The second volume of THE GLORY OF 
ISRAEL was published during 1904. The 
decision to issue the magazine bi-month- 
ly instead of monthly has proven a wise 
one, as this has reduced the cost of same, 
and by careful management and the co- 
operation of friends who secured sub- 
scribers, the subscription list has grown 
so that the magazine has been nearly 
self-supporting during the past year. It 
will be remembered that a deficit of over 
$400 was incurred during 1903, when our 
magazine was published monthly. From 
many friends we have received words of 
encouragement and expressions of appre- 
ciation of our bi-monthly. We are pro- 
foundly grateful to our Heavenly Father 
for grace and guidance granted in the 
preparation of eachnumber. Wehadno 
editorial aspirations, but assumed the re- 
sponsibility to continue publishing the 
magazine after Mr. Chalmers left, as a 
matter of duty, to render this service for 
the good of our Mission and the cause at 
large. 





Literature and Tracts. 


Suitable missionary literature is an es- 
sential factor in evangelism. Christian 
workers know that in addition to the 
Word of God suitable tracts and litera- 
ture help to awaken an interest in our 
testimony which leads toa study of the 
Bible. This Mission has published and 
distributed thousands of pamphlets, book- 
lets and leaflets in several languages, and 
with thankfulness to the Lord do we re- 
port that we have published 31 distinct 
tracts and leaflets within the past three or 
four years. We are indebted to Rev. A. 
R Kuldell for five valuable pampnlets 
which he has written and which are be- 
ing widely circulated by our Mission. 
During the past year close to forty thous- 
and tracts have been distributed by this 
Mission by workers and distributors in 
many cities. Our own ‘‘Experience,’’ 
with ‘‘The Happy Reunion,’’ is being

Postal Mission. 


This Department of the work affords 
blessed opportunities for direct  testi- 
We have been sending out per- 
sonal letters to Jewish people at the 
request of Christian friends, calling at- 
tention to the literature sent under 
separate cover. We believe that atten- 
tion is given to both lette:s and literature 
and precious Gospel seed is sown which 
would not otherwise reach these parties. 

This Department is yet quite young, 
but to the praise of the Lord, a Jewish 
man in Cincinnati received the literature 
gladly and announced his conversion in 
a letter under date of January 8th, from 
which we quote as follows: 

‘Since I received your letter and literature a 
most wonderful change has come in my life. I 
now know Jesus Christ is the Messiah, who shed 
His blood to redeem us from sin and I believe 
in His second coming. I also know He can 
give the Witness to us in our hearts that He 
forgives us and accepts us as His own.”’ 

The writer goes on to relate more fully 
his conversion, which we expect to pub- 
lish in THE GLORY OF ISRAEL. 


Relief Work. 


‘’The love of Christ constraineth us.’’ 
The ministry of relief among the poor 
preaches a powerful Gospel. This Mis- 
sion has been permitted, by the grace of 
God and through the gifts of kind 
friends, to have a share in alleviating the 
distress of the poor. Clothing, food and 
money has been distributed during the 
year. Men have appealed to us who 
would not go to the Jewish charities, 
because they were not objects of charity 
in that sense. Charity is often dispensed 
in a chilly manner without sympathy, 
and the worthy poor feel their distress so » 
muchthemore. ‘The missionary is called 
upon. He isa Christian and much more 
is expected from him. He will listen to 
the story of distress, will sympathize and 
do the very best possible. A number of 
men were helped to half-fare tickets on 
railroads East and West, individuals and 
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families were relieved, and the name of 
Christ magnified. 


The Home. 


During the past year the Home was 
again appreciated by hundreds of Chris- 
tian friends who attended our Prayer 
Meetings. Many have praised God for 
the headquarters of the New Covenant 
Mission and for the donor of same. Be- 
sides the family, the workers and guests 
of the Home, a number of enquirers were 
kept, some for a number of weeks. ‘The 
Gospel was not without effect on some of 
them,—we hope. The year has not 
closed without the smile of the Lord up- 
on us, in giving us opportunity to bestow 
hospitality on an entire Jewish family 
consisting of parents and five interesting 
children. They were received in the 
Home early in December, receiving daily 
instruction in the things of God, and to 
His praise be it said, the entire family 
are now living in their own home near 
the Mission and have taken up life as a 
Hebrew-Christian family. In a recent 
article by Rev. T. M. Chalmers in Zhe 
friend of Israel on ‘'A Jewish Revival,’’ 
he essays to show that we may look for 
an awakening among the Jewish people 
when whole families and small communi- 
ties may become Christians. He then 
asked ‘‘Are we willing to pay the cost, 
to see such a revival?’’ Besides this 
family another young man came to us 
about the same time, and is making good 
progress in the new way of life and hope. 
We are thankful to the Lord to be able 
to report that the Home has been a great 
blessing to the Mission family, workers 
and friends. 


Tours and Trips. 


While Rabbi Wertheimer was here, 
part of March and all of April, we visited 
Bradford, Pa., New York, Brooklyn, 
Nyack, Troy and Albany, holding meet- 
ings under the auspices of Churches and 
our Auxiliaries. Later, our Auxiliaries 
were visited at Jamestown, N. Y., Titus- 
Ville x OiueCrtvicad ran klipe and 
Youngstown, Ohio. At Washington, 
Pa., an Auxiliary was organized last 
summer with a good membership. In 


all these places missionary work among 
our people was carried on. One of the 
prominent features of last summer was 
the evangelistic campaign in St. Louis 
during the World's Fair. Bro. Mark 
Lev was instrumental in forming an 
Evangelistic Committee arranging for a 
special series of meetings. This Mission 
sent both Bro. Kuldell and myself as 
workers and we spent Io days in delight- 
ful meetings, bearing a blessed testimony 
in company with nearly a dozen other 
Hebrew-Christian workers to the people 
of St. Louis. On our return from St. 
Louis, we spent a Sabbath in Chicago, 
speaking at the Hebrew Mission on §S. 
Holstead Street in the afternoon and in 
the evening at the Central Baptist 
Church, of which Rev. J. M. Moore is 
pastor. He was formerly in Wilkins- 
burg, Pa. 

We also had opportunity to hold two 
special meetings at Mountain Lake Park 
before the Summer Convention opened, 
which were helpful and profitable to the 
many friends and hearers, as well as to 
this Mission. 

We were also present at the Stoneboro 
Camp-meeting for a few days, and as has 
been the custom in former years, the 
cause of our mission was presented. 

We could have held meetings at many 
other conferences and public gatherings 
had we had time to attend. 

This fall a special meeting was held at 
New Castle, which stirred greatly the 
Jewish community. Bro. Legum assist- 
ed me in the meeting, and some pastors 
and members of the Alliance gave us 
valued aid. The visit of Rev. S. H. 
Wilkinson in this city in September, 
holding a series of meetings under the 
auspices of this Mission, was very help- 
ful to the cause atlarge. Heisa worthy 
son of a worthy sire, and may the Lord ' 
thrust forth many more such Gentile 
workers into the Jewish field which is 
white unto the harvest. 





Personal. 


We are happy to look back upon a 
busy year. A growing work like ours 
makes demands in each Department, and 
we deeply regret that we cannot possibly 
do justice to each detail of a work that 
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should have at least two more competent 
workers. In a letter received lately 
from Bro. Brenner, who was my first 
assistant six years ago, he says, ‘‘It is 
difficult for me to conceive how you 
manage to get along as well as you do 
with the bulk of not only the planning 
but also the execution of the details of 
your work to attend to. Jam fully per- 
suaded in my own mind that your Mis- 
sion will not realize the development and 
advance it is capable of until the Lord 
shall have given you several assistants 
with ability to handle the peculiar Jew- 
ish work. I sincerely trust that these 
assistants will be forthcoming soon to 
which let us say Amen.”’ 





Financial. 


The past year has not been one of 
special business prosperity. A general 
depression was apparent. We have 
reason, however, to praise our Heavenly 
Father who has promised to ‘‘supply all 
our needs,’’ that He did most wonder- 
fully provide in His own way during the 
year. 

At times the testings of alow Treasury 
was felt, with some large bills maturing 
and the means not yet in sight, but faith 
left it with the Lord. We were passing 
through such an experience last Spring 
when about $200.00 was needed and we 
did not know how the Lord might pro- 
vide it, but it came to us in the shape of 
a Draft for the full amount from the 
far West. ‘This friend did not learn 
anything about our need from us, but 
the Lord evidently laid it on her heart. 

Last Summer when this Mission aided 
Bro. Lev and our funds were again very 
low a friend from the South sent $100 00, 
just the amount needed at that time, so 
we had 1eason to praise God for making 
Himself so real to us in the hour of need.

The receipts from all sources received 
during the past year for the General 
Fund was $4,121.50 and $9,121.50 in 
cash received for special Trust Fund. 
$4,000.00 of the latter amount is to pay 
off a mortgage on the Forty-second Street 
property, which will fall due next Dec- 
ember, leaving a balance in the Trust 
Fund of $5,121.50 towards the Special 
Fund of $100,000.00 to be raised for 
equipment. Of the $1,358.58 used for 
the maintenance of the Home, the Lord’s 
portion, Io per cent. or $135.85, was 
used in special benevolences outside of 
the amount paid out for general relief 
work, which left $1,172.73 for Home 
expenses. Towards this amount was 
paid in by guests and inmates of the 
Home, the amount of $490.00, leaving 
€682.73 of the Mission Fund for the 
table expenses for the Mission family, 
workers and inmates, varying from ten 
to twenty persons, besides furnishing 
monthly luncheons to the friends of the 
Mission and to those who call for single 
meals, altogether averaging about 2,500 
extra meals in the year. 

We rather feel that Mrs. Ruben is 
often overtaxed with these responsibilities 
and trust that some one may be raised 
up to relieve her of same, owing to the 
care of the children and her other duties 
in the children’s work, etc.

A JEWISH FAMILY ACCEPTING 
CHRIST. 





During one of our missionary tours 
two years ago we held a number of 
meetings at Faith Mission, Rochester, 
N. Y., which attracted some Jews.. We 
dealt with a number of Hebrews at the 
close of one of the meetings, urging the 
claims of Christ upon thebrethren. One 
of these, Mr. A. Kahn, was more par- 
ticularly impressed and would often re- 
member the message concerning Jesus 
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Christ ; that in Him was fulfilled all the 
Scriptures of Moses and the Prophets ; 
that Messiah must needs suffer, die and 
rise again, and ‘‘Him hath God exalted 
with His right hand to be a Prince anda 
Saviour, for to give repentance to Israel 
and forgiveness of sins.’’ Acts 5: 3I. 


Mr. Kahn at the time held a good 
position as cutter in a wholesale clothing 
house, living comfortably with his family 
in the Flour City. As the result of a 
strike all the old hands lost their places 
and for a year Mr. Kahn supported his 
family doing various things. Some rela- 
tives of his wife in Pittsburgh wrote that 
he would do better here and urged him 
to come to this city. Mr. Kahn came 
here last November and looked over the 
field, finding that his line of work was in 
the hands of about three firms. The 
season was on the wane and so he intend- 
ed taking up something else fora support. 


Inthe midst of these temporal trials 
his soul was yearning for some satisfying 
portion. One Sunday morning he came 
out Butler Street to look up this part of 
the city, and—was it Providence, or 
what ?—he turned into Forty-second 
Street to see the neighborhood. He 
might have taken either Forty-third 
Street east, or Main Street west of Forty- 
second Street. Either of these streets 
are wider and would naturally attract 
one out for an inspection. Mr. Kahn 
walked up Forty-second Street till his 
attention was directed to a large building 
bearing the sign ‘‘The New Covenant 
Mission Headquarters.’ Wondering 
what kind of a place it was he thought 
that it must be some. religious convent. 
The next day he was at the Hotel Henry 
looking up in the directory the address 
of some acquaintance by the name of 
Rubenovitch. While scanning over these 
names one attracted his attention— 
‘‘Maurice Ruben, Supt., New Covenant 
Mission.’’ Quick as a flash his memory 
was revived. ‘‘That is the Mr. Ruben 
I heard preach in Rochester, and the 
New Covenant Mission Building is the 
very place I passed yesterday morning.”’ 
That very morning Mr. Kahn called on 
us and related to us some of his experi- 
ences and felt that Providence had direct- 
ed him to Pittsburgh to find something 
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which would satisfy a deep yearning for 
religious truth. He was dealt with on 
Gospel lines, and invited to attend the 
Mission meetings, and also receive pri- 
vate lessons which would lead him to 
faith and repentance. 

Mr. Kahn became an earnest seeker 
after the truth and in the course of a few 
weeks understood the cardinal principles 
of the Gospel, and yielding himself wholly 
to Christ and being justified by faith he 
obtained peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

While attending the Mission here, Mr. 
Kahn lived with his Jewish relatives. A 
position had opened for him at one of the 
three firms mentioned in which he could 
ply his trade as cutter, so his family 
joined him, having moved from Roches- 
ter‘ N. Y. They were being entertained 
by their relatives till they could find 
suitable rooms to begin housekéeping, 
but the relatives did not know that Mr. 
Kahn was seeking Christianity or visit- 
ing the Mission. 

At the Sixth Anniversary of our Mis- 
sion, which was held in connection with 
the Seventy-second Monthly Prayer 
Meeting, December 6, Rev. Emil Lewey 
was one of the speakers. A number of 
Hebrews were present, also Mr. Kahn 
with two of his bright children. Other 
Hebrew-Christians also spoke that eve- 
ning, and the light began to dawn on 
the hearts and minds of the Hebrews, 
who were giving earnest attention to what 
was being said. The following morning 
the relatives inquired of the children as 
to where they had been the evening be- 
fore, and they, in their innocency, told 
of ‘the large place and the nice people 
who were there. They then asked the 
children what was done at the Mission 
and they answered that they were sing- 
ing and praying and speaking. ‘The rel- 
atives then wanted to know what they 
talked about, and the children said they 
were singing and speaking about Jesus. 

Ascene followed. The relatives turned 
to Mrs. Kahn, upbraiding her for this 
conduct of permitting her husband and 
children to go to the despised Mission, 
and told her if they were going to believe 
like Ruben, the meshumad (excommuni- 
cated traitor against their faith), they 
would not entertain them for an hour. 
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Mrs. Kahn was surprised at the violent 
display of temper. Her husband had 
told her of his desire to become a_ better 
Jew than he had been, even if that meant 
to be a Christian. We had promised Mr. 
Kahn that Mrs. Ruben and myself would 
call on Mrs. Kahn that afternoon, but as 
a result of the scene in the morning Mrs. 
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very evening the Kahn family became a 
part of the Mission family. The relatives 
were much concerned and the news 
spread among the Jews that the family 
had gone over to the Christians. Mr. 
Kahn had just commenced to work in 
one of the wholesale clothing houses as 
clothing cutter but as soon as the word 
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Kahn called on us shortly after the scene 
occurred, and we were greatly pleased to 
find Mrs Kahn a woman of intelligence, 
who, like her husband, was really seek- 
ing for hght and truth. We had prayer 
together and explained to her that it is 
the natural result of a soul seeking to 
get to God, that Satan rages and it means 
a conflict ; that sometimes we lose every- 
thing. but God's promise is *‘When my 
father and my mother forsake me then 
the Lord will take me up.’’ Ps 27: Io. 
We further explained, that we may lose 
earthly friends for a while but what we 
gain is so transcendently greater that we 
can say with the Apostle Paul, who was 
one of the greatest converted Jews, ‘'‘I 
count all things but loss, for the excel- 
lency of the knowledge of Jesus Christ, 
my Lord.) *Phih 2x8: 


We extended an invitation to the fam- 
ily to come to the ‘‘Home’’ for the time, 
and to wait on the Lord and He would 
bring everything out all right. That 


passed that he had become a Christian 
he was called into the office and sum- 
marily discharged. 

The family came under regular in- 
struction and we are happy to report 
that the entire family, consisting of seven 
souls, are now Hebrew-Christians. Af- 
ter remaining at the Home for nearly a 
month the Lord opened the way for 
them to have a home of their own, where 
the family is now happily located since 
the first of the year. 


At this writing, February 3rd, Mr. 
Kahn has not succeeded in obtaining 
steady employment but we believe that 
Providence is working out tho destiny of 
this family and the Lord knoweth their 
need. A few kind friends have taken a 
Christ-like interest in their welfare, the 
home was made ready and provision 
made to keep them from want and worry. 

A lady representative of the Jewish 
community called at their home to learn 
if some coercive measures had been used 
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to force the family to become Chris- 
tians. The lady was politely told that if 
Judaism can deprive a wage earner of 
his support because a Jew desires to be a 
real Jew this family should henceforth 
be known as a Hebrew-Christian family, 
and some day may be able to show the 
Jewish brethren what the love of the 
Messiah does for us and through us for 
others. 

It appears that a rich relative from out 
of town, learning about this family be- 
coming. Christians, endeavored to draw 
them back, if possible. 

About the same time the Kahn family 
caine into our midst a young Hebrew 
from Vienna also joined the Mission on 
profession of faith. We will tell his 
interesting experience at another time. 

We ask the prayers of all the friends 
of the Mission for these precious souls 
which have been added to the Jewish 
believers in fhe Lord Jesus Christ. May 
His grace ever abide with them! 





Monthly Prayer Meetings. 


Two days of spiritual blessings were 
enjoyed by the friends of the Mission, 
both at the January and February 
Monthly Meetings. Rev. J. M. Wallace, 
D. D., pastor of the Highth U. P. Church, 
gave a most helpful address on Jewish 
mission work at the January meeting. 
In the evening our missionary, Bro. J. 
Legum, gave an interesting report of his 
missionary labors at New Castle, Titus- 
ville, Oil City, Franklin and around 
Sandy Lake. The incidents he related 
of his experience with many Jewish 
people in the various places were greatly 
enjoyed by the large gathering of friends 
present. 

The February meeting, both afternoon 
and evening, waslargely attended. Mrs. 
T. C. Rounds, Superintendent of the 
Chicago Hebrew Mission, was the an- 
nounced speaker in the afternoon. Her 
message was very instructive—ist, that 
Scripturally Jewish missions must exist, 
and 2nd, how such missions should be 
made effective.

Chicago Hebrew Mission. 


An interesting report of this mission 
is given in the Jewish Era, the organ of 
the Chicago Hebrew Mission. This work 
is under the superintendency of Mrs. T. 
C. Rounds, an experienced Christian 
worker who was formerly active in res- 
cue work among the Gentiles. This 
mission held its Seventeenth Annual 
Meeting January 5th, was established in 


1887, and was incorporated in 1891. 
The mission owns two properties, one 
the Mission Home and Headquarters on 
Solon Place, and a Reading and Mission 
Building at 4793 Halsted Street. The 
work is well organized and is enjoying 
the support of a large number of friends. 
The receipts of the mission for the year 
1904, from all sources, including book 
store, was $7,083.54; expenditures $6,- 
696.87, leaving a balance on hand be- 
longing to various funds of $416.32. 





Newark, N. J. 


The mission on Broome Street is now 
in full charge of Rev. S. K. Braun. Mr. 
Philip Sidersky has withdrawn from 
this mission and is now in Baltimore, 


Md. Rev. Braun writes : 

‘““God has blessed our work beyond expecta- 
tion. Three young men are about ready to 
confess Christ. However the manifestation of 
the Holy Spirit has provoked a spirit of opposi- 
tion against this and Mr. Hortwitz’s mission. 
Three rabbis, one orthodox and two reformed, 
have written letters of remonstrance to some of 
the pastors of our large churches, who they 
think are supporting the mission. They urged 
the pastors to close the mission, or else the 
rabbis themselves will drive them (the mission- 
aries) out of Newark. Weare especially watch- 
ed on the nights of our regular meetings, and 
our attendance is not as good as it was, bnt 
nevertheless we deal with those who are really 
interested. Please remember us in prayer.’’ 





Presbyterian Hebrew 
Mission, San Francisco. 


From the Annual Report of this mission 
we learn that the missionary, Rev. M. 
Berkovitz, is glad to shout at the end of 
another year, ‘‘Glory to God,”’ for hav- 
ing been able to pull through. The 
report is in the shape of a ten-page 
pamphlet, made up into fourteen chapters 
containing a variety of reasons, argu- 
ments and appeals, for Jewish missions, 
and contains also a report of his own 
work, its needs, and the financial state- 
ment. 

Mr. Berkovitz calls attention to the 
fact that in San Francisco there are 
about 2,000 Japanese and yet every de- 
nomination is anxious to have a share in 
their conversion, and does therefore 
maintain fully equipped missions and 
buildings for this purpose, but for the

25,000 Jews no denomination does any- 
thing except the Presbyterian, and this 
is so little that it is hardly worth men- 
tioning. Nochurch building, no train- 
ing school—nothing. A little hall we 
rent, which serves more as an office than 
a place of gathering to preach the Gospel 
to the Jews, because, as Christian friends 
of Israel have often said, ‘‘This is a 
repulsive little place.’’ In describing 
his mission in chapter VI, hesays, ‘‘Our 
rented mission hall measures only 22x12 
feet, and has to serve for all purposes, 
Sunday School, sewing class, public 
worship, free reading room, employment 
office and study. 

In his report is an illustration.of Mr. 
Berkovitz. The picture illustrates an 
open air service. He often stands alone 
beside the faithful canvass sign contain- 
ing Bible verses in Hebrew and English, 
and expounds the Scriptures to the Jews. 
Mr. Berkovitz was active in the distribu- 
tion of tracts, Scriptures and literature, 
and published many thousand Jewish 
tracts during the past year. Financially 
the report states that the Board of Home 
Missions of the San Francisco Presby- 
tery, granted him a salary of $590.00 for 
the support of his family, other amounts 
received $192.18, expenses $272.44, and 
a deficit of $80.26 Mr. Berkovitz had tu 
make up from his salary. 

This makes interesting reading on the 
extravagance of Jewish missionary enter- 
prise. It is no wonder Mr. Berkovitz 
was willing to shout at the end of the 
year. May be a Methodistic shout 
might provoke the Presbyterians to 
jealousy for better things for their mis- 
sionary.
